Hoggatt School has 
been moved to a new location on Meeker School’s grounds, oriented so the door 
now faces north and set on a sturdy new foundation with a crawlspace so regular 
inspections can take place.

AMES TRUST & SAVINGS 
BANK BUILDING 


1941 


First occupied by the Stafford Bank, 
this building launched further 
expansion of the business district and 
testified to a strong local economy. 
Influenced by the clean vertical lines 
of Art Deco, the vaulted facade 
extends above the building parapet, 
adding to the sense of strength 
and security befitting a bank. 
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Architects: Moorman & Go.

Sheldon-Munn Memories 


Be xcerpied from a story by Farwell Brown and reprinted 


in conjunction with the “Expansion” exhibit 

1915-16 had been a big year in the annals of Ames 
history. The Sheldon-Munn Hotel [that opened that 
year] comes to mind particularly because it was there 
that the Brown family gathered for its Christmas dinner 
in 1919. It was a few days after my ninth birthday. 


As early as 1902, Ames' early hotels had begun to 
outlive their usefulness in a growing college community. 
It was the consensus among business leaders that 
Ames needed a new and modern hotel. 


After 12 years of considering proposals, the "Ames 
Improvement Company" was organized to construct a 
hotel "that would meet, not only the immediate needs, 
but the future needs of a growing city." Parley Sheldon, 
banker and mayor of Ames, and H.L. and A.H. Munn, 
lumber yard owners, contracted for the hotel's 
construction in June 1915. 


The Sheldon-Munn Hotel was- formally opened on May 

1, 1916. ISC Dean C.F. Curtiss was toastmaster at a 
ormal dinner that evening with many dignitaries on the 
agenda - properly launching the new, modern social and 
service center of Ames. 


The hotel provided 72 guest rooms, a large ballroom, 
private dining room, meeting rooms, sales display 
rooms, a four-chair barber shop, a large main dining 
room and a coffee shop. The dining facilities were 
served by a large kitchen with six full-time chefs! 


The new hotel was the meeting and show place for 
town and college, for there was no Memorial Union. 
The hotel was booked months ahead for social events 
such as fraternity and sorority dances and professional 
meetings. It was not uncommon for the Sheldon-Munn 
to host - all at the same time - a ballroom dance, private 
dinner party, a smoker, convention group and a main 
dining room full of "off the street" guests. 


It was to this place that the Brown family came for their 
Christmas dinner on December 25, 1919. Grandfather 
and Grandmother Brown had attained the age and 
family members had grown, so the hotel provided the 
ideal place for that important family event that year. A 
ng table had been reserved in the main dining room. 
As we arrived, we were directed to the second floor 
ladies’ parlor to await the arrival of the rest of the

uncles, aunts, cousins, and, of course, the grandparents. 


| will never forget the hotel lobby that day. It was 
terribly cold outdoors and as we entered on the south 
side of the building, a burning log fire in the fireplace 
greeted us. The lobby was much larger than today and 
the original ceilings were high with square pillars that 
were marble-looking. Tailored drapes were dark blue 
and monogrammed with the letters "S.M." A string 
ensemble was playing near the huge fireplace. They had 
several regular musicians who played every evening. 


After the family had gathered, we were called to the 
dining room. It extended to the Kellogg side and all 
along the alley side on the north. The dining room 
ceiling was high with molded plaster scroll-work. 


When the main dining room opened, the string trio 
moved from the lobby to an elevated alcove on the 
south wall. Dinner music was a regular feature of both 
weekday and Sunday dinner hours and holidays. 


Before we ate, Grandfather K.W. Brown gave the 
blessing. He held up his hand as the musicians 
completed a selection and asked that "all be quiet for 
a moment.” The room was hushed. Then we were 
served! The waiters were quite formal and precise. 
One was Henry Gater who was from one of the first 
black families to reside in Ames.
